DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1. Claims 1-3, S and 13-16 objected to because of the following infomialities: 
Claims 1-3, 5 and 13-16 recited the limitation "the substrate " and " the silicon 

substrate " in altemative throughout the claims. However, such inconsistency confuses the 
claims to extent that whether another substrate is being claimed. Appropriate correction is 
required. 

Applicants' cooperation is requested in reviewing the claims structure to ensure proper 
claim construction and to correct any subsequently discovered instances of claim language 
noncompliance. Sqc Morton International Ina, 28USPQ2d 1190, 1195 (CAFC, 1993). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-6 and 8-19 are allowed over prior art of record. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
After review the amendment filed on June 20, 2005 and applicants' argument in Page 12 and 
Page 13, It is agreed that the prior art of record neither anticipates nor renders obvious the 
claimed subject matter of the instant application as a whole either taken alone or in combination, 
in particular, prior art of record does not teach "forming a two-layered contact layer of 
monocrystalline silicon grown on interlayer insulating fihn including the exposed surface of the 
substrate at a temperature less than 700 degrees Celsius and a second contact layer of polysilicon 
on the first contact layer," as recited in claims 1 and 13 respectively. 

Claims 2-6, 8-12 and 14-19 are also allowed as being directly or indirectly dependent of 
the allowed independent base claim.
